G.S,R, 1315 (E),^-In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-rule (1> of rule P of the Central Excise

(d) the fuel-efficiency test shall be con¬ 
ducted on five motor cars selected at 
random by the testing agency from 
the production plant and the lowest of 
the test figiircs shall be relevant for 
the purpose of issuing fuel efficiency 
certificate.” ; 

(c) the following paragraphs shall be inserted
